Problems

Ramsay MacDonald Asked by the 


King to Form First Labor Gov- 


ernment in History of 


England. 


LONDON, Jan. 22.—Great Britain, 


greatest of the few remaining mon- 
archies, placed its affairs of state and 
industry today in the hands of a gov- 
ernment built of its laboring class. 


Stanley Baldwin, leader of the con- 


servative party, representing the old 
order of things in England, tendered 
his resignation and those of his min- 
isters to Us sovereign at noon. 


A few moments later King George 


called upon Ramsay MacDonald to 
form the first labor government in 
the history of Britain—the first of its 
kind in the world. 


Without a shot having been fired, 


or a blow struck, the power and au 
thority of affairs in Britain passed 
from the most conservative group of 
ministers guiding the destiny of a 
nation to the most advanced that 
have been called to the helm of a 
government recognized by all pow- 
ers.King George, figurehead of what 
may well be the last of the old order, 
summoned to office a man, in Ram 
Bay MacDonald, who has stood frank- 
ly and openly for a levy upon the na- 
tion's capital and putting an end to 
the system that has maintained the 
gionarchy where it is today. 
"' To many in Britain, watching the 
rapidly changing panorama as it was 
played out, act by act, in WhltehaT 
and Buckingham palace, the invita 
tlon to the leader of the labor partj 
fo form a government and take the 
helm, marked the taking of a step 
vhich this country never can retrace 
^ The passing of the Baldwin gov 
ernment was accomplished •withou 
tmdue excitement, shortly 
before 


ihidnight in the house of commons 
Monday. 


The vote of the house -was anti- 


climax to what had gone before. 


When the members arose for the 


division, the result -was a foregone 
conclusion. It was taken on a labor 
motion to the effect that Baldwin 
and his ministers had not the confi- 
dence of the house. By a majority 
of seventy-two votes, the motion car- 
ried and the 
conservative govern- 


ment was swept from power.

Introduction. 
ELEMENTARY ECONO MICS—I. 


T 


HE word ••economics" is derived, as are many of our technical ex- 
pressions, from the language of the ancient Greeks. To them it meant 
those principles which should be followed in managing a household. 


In those days this was a serious problem, for families consisted of father, 
mother, children, grandchildren, in-laws, homeless relatives, and slaves, 
all liring in a large house built about an open courtyard. To-day economics 
has a much wider meaning. 
It i» the science which treats of mankind 


making a living. 
And as men earn their living from farming, banking, 


mining, railroading, manufacturing, advertising, &c.. economics, which 
treats of all of these, is one of the broadest of subjects. 


It has been said if one knew everything that concerns the lowliest 


plant he would be aware of the secrets of life. In a similar way it might 
be stated that if you were fully acquainted with all the problems involved 
in the manufacture of your winter overcoat, for which \ve will assume you 
have given $50. you would be an expert economist. In all probability the 
overcoat was not manufactured in the store you patronized. The storekeeper 
had purcha.-'ed it from the manufacturer, who in turn had purchased his 
woolen cloth, his buttons, the cotton thread and the silk iining from others. 
Th" manufacturer of the woolen cloth probably purchased the yarn from an 
importer who had secured it from a dealer in Australia. The origin of the wool 
for me overcoat then is to be sought on the sheep runs of Australia; of the 
silk used as lining in tbe mills of Japan; of the cotton used in the thread 
.on Jie cotton plantations in the South; and of the buttons, in New York. 
In the course of its journey the wool has traveled half round the globe, 
has passed through several factories and a dozen middlemen. The fac- 
tories which fabricated the materials for the coat purchased their ma- 
chinery from other factories, which in turn relied upon the iron and steel 
industries. Not only that, but the coal industry as a source of power was 
involved, as well as the more important forms of transportation, and, in 
addition, the credit system. Our attempt then to Bet behind the superficial 
simplicity of one business transaction has carried us into a. labyrinth of 
complexities. Economics attempts to explain the operation of this system, 
the reason the coat cost exactly 550. and the division of this sum among 
the ulfferem firms involved and, within each firm, between operatives and 
employees. The manner of paying the firms in Australia and Japan for 
the goods sent to the United States and the effect of a protective 
tariff, of a sales tax, of labor unions and of combines upon the price of the 
ocat, are all problems which economists have attempted to solve. 


It is the function of the economist to explain the workings of our 


complex economic system. While economics should be mainly interested 
in what is, it must be remembered that explanation is not justification and 
that the welfare of mankind should form the goal of all economic studies. 
The economist should be interested in "what should be" as well as in 
"what is." He should endeavor to indicate ways and means by which the 
making of a living might be rendered easier and tbe heavy load of poverty 
lifted from the shoulders of the masses. 


Economics as we understand it to-day has had * very recent and rapid 


growth. Adam Smith, who lived at the time of the American Revolution, 
is often, referred to as the father of economics. Why is it that economics 
did not develop earlier? The reason is to be found in the fact that about 
150 years ago some very profound changes were occurring in the indus- 
trial life of Europe, so profound indeed as to usher In an economic system 
quite different in many respects from those which had preceded. 


What, then, are the characteristics of the present economic system? 
The first and most striking characteristic of the present economic 


system is our dependence upon machinery. 
Every one is familiar with 


automatic restaurants, with, subway turnstiles which have displaced the

guards, with airplanes which travel at the rate of five miles a minute,' 
•with multiplying and dividing machines run by electricity, with the mar- 
velrmsly intricate linotype machines and presses by means of which this' 
very newspaper was printed, with the movies and tbe radio. All have 
been invented or perfected witiin the past generation. 
Machines are per-: 


forming not only the menial work of the world but even the skilled tasks, 
and in many cases with greater speed and accuracy than could their 
creator man. 
, 


Still another characteristic of present-day society is freedom of con- 


tract. The great majority of people are no longer slaves or serfs as they* 
•w-ere.not.so maJiy generations ago. You- ar« free to resign your position.^ 
mo/e elsewhere and work for another. During the past several years 
thousands of Negroes have left their homes in the South to enjoy the 
better opportunities which they felt awaited them in tbe North. Of course j 
freedom of contract may be more nominal than real if one hasn't the price' 
of a railroad ticket or the offer of another job. 


Competition is a third characteristic of our present society. Business: 


men vie with one another to sell the largest quantity of goods, to secure i 
customers and to satisfy the needs of the community. 
At times this 


rivalry degenerates into cut throat competition, and all manner of unpro-i 
fessional practices are engaged in. Then again the other extreme may be 
reached and industries may be partially or wholly monopolized. In the 
main, however, for good or ill, this is an age when the prices of goods and 
services are determined by competition. 
This has not always been true. 


If you had been a silversmith in mediaeval London, the wages which you 
paid and the prices which you received would hare been determined by 
custom. You could not deviate no matter what the supply ,">f and demand' 
for your articles might have been. 
! 


A final characteristic of our present economic system is the private! 


ownership of wealth. Not only are buildings, land, machinery, railways, 
clotbes. fee., privately owned, but the owners may sell or bequeath their' 
possessions. 
This has not always been true. Among savages, ownership, 


of land, if indeed the concept existed, was held in common. In mediaeval1 


Europe land was the property of the feudal lords. 
j 


These, then, the use of macninery, competition, freedom of contract' 


and the private ownership of wealth, are the outstanding characteristics| 
of our present economic system. We have seen that their development has; 
been recent and that they have not been characteristic of past economic 
systems. Whether they or something else will characterize the economic 
system of 500 years hence no one would be so bold as to prophesy. All 
human institutions are in a constant state of flux. The only certain thing 
in life is uncertainty. 


Having outlined in a rery brief way the subject matter of economies' 


and bavins touched upon the characteristics of the present economic 
system, we shall pass to-morrow to a study of production.

Blow to Millions. 


The death of Lenin came as a 


blow to bis millions of followers. 


Despite his two years' absence 


from the Kremlin, he was first in 
the hearts o£ the Russians who rose 
behind

and overthrew the 


Romanoff dynasty.

They had always looked forward 


to his return. Some few, who knew 
thf worst, may have given up hope. 
But not the great majority of Russia. 


AT this country's commercial rela- 


tions with other nations improved 
the talk was always of "when Lenin 
gets back to work." 


Now Lenin is dead, of an illness 


the exact nature of which was not 
at first disclosed. 
He lived, however, to see the state 


he dreamed of and fought for take 
its place among the nations of the 
world; a state not yet recognized by 
many governments, but standing on 
its own feet. 
Simultaneously with Lenin's death 


romes the passing from supreme 
power in Russia of the man who led 
with him—Leon Trotsky. 
The latter, soviet war minister, 


has been relegated to seventh place 
among the leaders of the less radical 
order of things in Russia.

ism," which established him as an 
authority on the subject. 
In 1897 the czar banished Lenin

spent the most of his time—until 
1917—outside of Russia carrying o- 
revolutionary propaganda.

couraged with 
this 
practice, -the 


amateur has sought to develop the 
field allowed him to the utmost.

The experimenters 
in Australia, 


especially in the cities, are allowed 
only ten watts of power, hence more 
attention has been given to power 
there than in the other 
countries.

Mr. Maclurcan says 
his success has been due to an ab- 
solute regard for detail and he be- 
lieves that low power can be used 
for commercial purposes at a great 
saving.
